ORDINANCE NO. 023-62 AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING A 
LICENSE AGREEMENT WITH PACE 
FOR THE USE OF TWO PARKING 
SPACES AT THE ROSEMONT PARK & 
RIDE LOT FOR PACE’S VANGO PILOT 
VEHICLE PROGRAM 


WHEREAS, The Chicago Transit Authority (the “Authority”) entered into 
an Operation and Maintenance Agreement with the City of Chicago to operate and 
maintain the property located at 5801 North River Road, Rosemont, Illinois that 
includes the Rosemont Park & Ride (the “Property”); and 


WHEREAS, Pace, the Suburban Bus Division of the Regional 
Transportation Authority (“Licensee”), an Illinois municipal corporation established 
under the Regional Transportation Authority Act (70 ILCS 3615/1.01 et seq.), desires 
to use a portion of the Property for parking in connection with Licensee’s VanGo Pilot 
Vehicle Program (the “Program”); and 


WHEREAS, Staff recommends granting the Licensee a non- exclusive 
license for the use of two (2) parking spaces at the Property, as depicted in Exhibit A 
attached hereto (the “Licensed Area”), for the sole purpose of parking Licensee- 
owned Program vehicles at no cost to Licensee; and 


WHEREAS, The initial term of the license agreement is for two (2) years, 
either party may terminate the agreement upon sixty (60) days’ notice, and after the 
initial two-year term the agreement will continue in full force and effect unless 
terminated by either party in accordance with the agreement; and 


WHEREAS, Throughout the term of the agreement, Licensee shall 
maintain any insurance required by the Authority for use of the Licensed Area and 
name the Authority as an additional insured; now, therefore: 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CHICAGO TRANSIT BOARD 
OF THE CHICAGO TRANSIT AUTHORITY: 


SECTION 1. The Chairman of the Chicago Transit Board, or his 
designee, is authorized to enter into a license agreement with Pace which permits 
Pace to use two (2) parking spaces at the Rosemont Park & Ride at 5801 North River 
Road, Rosemont, Illinois for the sole purpose of parking Pace-owned vehicles in 
connection with Pace’s VanGo Pilot Vehicle Program, has an initial term of two (2) 
years and continues in full force and effect thereafter unless terminated by either party 
in accordance with the agreement, and contains such other terms as are substantially 
in conformance with the License Agreement between the Authority and Pace attached 
as Exhibit A hereto. 
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SECTION 2. The Chairman, or his designee, is further authorized to 
take such actions and execute such documents as may be necessary to implement 
the objectives of this ordinance. 


SECTION 3. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage.
